REFRIGERATING METHODS. 

J. B. writes: “I take great pleasure 
in reading your very interesting arti- 
cles relative to refrigeration. It would 
indeed be very interesting to hear what 
you have to say about artificial refrig- 
eration. As every one knows, to re- 
frigerate with ice is absolutely wrong, 
As you are using a rhoist air, no matter 
how good your air circulation is in the 
box, due to the obvious fact that the 
alr is cooled by the melting ice. With 
an artificial plant you place your re- 
frigerating agent in the ice chamber and 
keep it below 32 degrees, causing the 
moisture and bacteria to freeze to it, 
due to the air circulation.
